million fewer Americans will be 
involved in the nation's defenses 
as a result of budget cutbacks 
over the first 30 months of the 
Nixon administration. 


Included in this calculation 


are 
reductions 
in uniformed 


members of the armed services, 
civilian employes of defense 
agencies and workers who have 
been employed in defense indus- 
tries. 


Amid indications of deeper 


cuts in defense, the administra- 
tion is putting next year's bud- 
get in final shape for submis- 
sion to Congress in January. Al- 
though 
President 
Nixon has 


been in office only a little more 
than 11 months, the new budget 
will run from mid-1970 to mid- 
1971—carrying through the first 
30 months of his administration. 


With certain issues still unre- 


solved, Pentagon sources are 
estimating a new budget of $73 
billion to $75 billion in the book- 
keeping year starting next July. 


This would cut $2 billion to $4 


billion from this fiscal year's 
spending level of about $77 bil- 
lion. 


To put it another way, such a 


cut would carry defense spend- 
ing about $6 billion to $8 billion 
below the final Johnson admin- 
istration proposal for the cur- 
rent year. 


The reduction of the Vietnam 


war has been responsible for a 
considerable part of a planned 
savings for this year, but Secre- 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
also has ordered economies by 
closing bases, canceling and 
stretching out hardware pro- 
grams, cutting back air defense, 
and laying up, ships and .air 
squadrons. 


- More id in prospect, including 


probable major base shutdowns 
in the coming year. 


As the United States has re- 


duced its troop commitment in 
Vietnam, the Pentagon has ar- 
ranged for a slimming down of 
the armed forces. So far, nearly 
270,000 men are being cut from 
the armed services rolls this fis- 
cal year and there are hints the 
total 
force 
reduction could 


reach about 500,000 before mid- 
1971. 


Civilian employment under 


the Defense Department is due 
to drop by about 73,000 this year 
and could possibly total 150,000 
or more by the end of the next 
fiscal year. 


With reductions in military 


procurement, officials indicate 
that defense contract employ- 
ment may drop as much as 
300,000 or so. 


The Vietnam war is expected 


to cost the United States $23.2 
billion this year, a drop of about 
$5.6 billion from last year. 


According to current projec- 


tions, the cost of carrying on the 
Vietnam war at a reduced level 
in the next fiscal year may slip 
to around $17 billion to $18 bil- 
lion.

Sarver said recently a paid 


prison official was smuggling 
liquor by the case tc inmates. 
He said the man was'dismissed 
and that no charge was filed. 


He said another inmate sev- 


eral months ago was sent LSD 
on a postage stamp. 


A closer watch of inmates 


during visiting hours is now be- 
ing required of officials and 
much of the illegal activity has 
been stopped, Sarver said in an 
interview. 


He said, however, it's "quite 


common" for inmates to use 
amphetamines within the bar* 
racks at Cummins and Tucker 
prison farms. 


He said when inmates are 


caught they usually refuse to 
tell where the drugs came from. 
He said many inmates have 
been found to be under the ift» 
fluence of drugs during working 
hours. 


Sarver said "booze and pills" 


has become a constant problem 
at the prisons and has become 
more difficult to guard against 
because of a lack of paid per* 
sonnel. 


Sarver blamed a lack of moft* 


ey for increasing security prob* 
lems and said the legislature 
has got to appropriate more 
money if the problems are tQ 
be reduced.

Wood floors in good condi- 


tion need little work. Sand 
any 
obvious rough 
spots. 


Countersink nail heads if any 
show. Sand or plane splint- 
ered boards. Sweep. Floors 
should be f r e e 
of dirt, 


grease, wax. 


If the floors are 
badly 


scored or damaged or the 
boards are over three inches 
wide, use quarter-inch ply- 
wood or a hardboard as an 
u n d e r l a y . Place the un- 
derlay 
so that joints are 


staggered. Do not butt them 
tightly. Leave about 1/32- 
inch for possible expansion. 
Nail down. Space the nails 
widely and countersink the 
heads. 


New wood floors tend to 


shrink. If you are installing 
tile over a floor that is not 
well-seasoned, 
cover with 


asphalt felt paper, cementing 
it down. Do not lap the edges 
of the paper. Roll immedi- 
ately after putting it down. 


Von can use anything from 
a rolling pin to a floor roller. 
Concrete floors should be 
checked for cracks. Clean 
these out and fill with con- 
crete mix. Trowel smooth 
and sand any rough spots 
when dry and hard. 


With the floor in good con- 


dition you will be ready to 
lay the'tile. The best way to 
do this is one-fourth of the 
floor at a time. 


Do this by snapping two 


chalk lines across the room 
at right angles to each other. 
Measure from the middle of 
each wall.

Do the m a y h e m and 


bloodletting splashed across 
television and movie screens 
really have a bad effect on 
the nation's youth? Not ac- 
cording to a bare majority 
of the audience supposedly 
most endangered. 


Such visualized violence 


has little or no effect on the 
general public, according to 
51 per cent of the young 
people ages 14-25 years who 
were recently polled by Gil- 
bert Youth Research. Seven 
per cent of these respond- 
ents qualified their opinions, 
however, by saying that at 
least well-adjusted individu- 
als would not be affected by 
d e p i c t i o ns of a violent 
society. 


"Violence has always been 


part of the American scene. 
People with d e f i n e d per- 
sonal values will not be 
affected by its commercial 
appeal," s t a t e d a UCLA 
freshman. 


But 33 per cent of the re- 


spondents did feel that the 
effects 
of continuous 
ex- 


posure to violence on tele- 
vision and in movies would 
be detrimental to a general 
a u d i e n c e . By glorifying 
violence, t e l e v i s i o n and 
movies would be promoting 
its acceptance. 


"People are becoming con- 


ditioned 
to 
violence; 
we 


don't react any more," said 
one student in Arizona. 


This exposure and accept- 


ance accounts for much of 
the increased crime rates 
and general lack of respect 
for the law, they indicated.

The success of any retail 


business depends largely on 
its sales people. Courteous, 
efficient service from be- 
hind the counter or on the 
sales floor does much to 
satisfy customers and build 
a'store's good reputation. 
'•'More than 3 niillion sales- 
people are employed in re- 
tail trade. More than three- 
fifths of them are women, in 
100 or more different kinds 
of businesses, working in 
stores that range in size 
from small drug or grocery 
stores to mammoth depart- 
ment stores. 


Aside from contact with 


customers, there are differ- 
ences in duties, skills and 
responsibilities which are as 
great as the differences in 
the kinds of merchandise 
these people sell. 


Employers generally pre- 


fer to hire high school gradu- 
ates for sales jobs and sub- 
jects such as salesmanship, 
commercial arithmetic and 
home economics help provide 
the student with a good 
background for many sales 
positions. Some high schools 
also offer distributive educa- 
tion programs, which include 
courses 
in merchandising, 


principles of retailing and 
retail selling and also pro- 
vide an opportunity for stu- 
dents to gain practical ex- 
perience under t r a i n e d 
supervision by working part 
time in local stores. 


A moderate increase is 


expected in the number of 
sales people employed in re- 
tailing all through the 1970s. 
Factors contributing to the 
anticipated rise in sales jobs 
are population and economic 
growth, and the resulting in- 
crease in volume of sales. 
The trend for stores to re- 
main open for longer hours 
will also contribute to the 
need for more personnel. 
There also should be oppor- 
tunity for considerable part- 
time work. 


Still another advantage is 


the fact that sales persons in 
manv retail s t o r e s are

allowed to purchase merch- 
andise at a discount, often 
from 10 to 25 per cent below 
regular prices, and this priv- 
ilege is sometimes extended 
to the employe's 
family. 


Also, some stores, especially 
the large ones, pay all or 
part of the cost of employe 
benefits such as life insur- 
ance, retirement, hospitaiza- 
tion and surgical and medi- 
cal insurance. 


Newly hired p e r s o n n e l 


usually 
receive 
on-the-job 


training, and most 
large 


firms 
have a promotion- 


within policy for career ad- 
vancement. H o w e v e r , ex- 
ecutive positions in large 
retail businesses are often 
filled by college graduates 
originally hired as trainees 
and assigned to sales jobs 
to gain practical experience. 
Nevertheless, sales person- 
nel sometimes become de- 
partment managers, buyers, 
etc.

Cutbacks in 
Defense to 
Idle Workers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen* 


tagon officials predict about 1 
million fewer Americans will be 
involved in the nation's defenses 
as a result of budget cutbacks 
over the first 30 months of the 
Nixon administration. 


Included in this calculation 


are reductions in uniformed 
members of the armed services, 
civilian employes of defense 
agencies and workers who have 
been employed in defense indus- 
tries. 


Amid indications of deeper 


cuts in defense, the administra- 
tion is putting next year's bud- 
get in final shape for submis- 
sion to Congress in January. Al- 
though 
President 
Nixon has 


been in office only a little more 
than 11 months, the new budget 
will run from mid-1970 to mid- 
1971—• carrying through the first 
30 months of his administration. 


With certain issues still unre- 


solved, Pentagon sources are 
estimating a new budget of $73 
billion to $75 billion in the book- 
keeping year starting next July. 


This would cut $2 billion to $4 


billion from this fiscal year's 
spending level of about $77 bil- 
lion. 


To put it another way, such a 


cut would carry defense spend- 
ing about $6 billion to $8 billion 
below the final Johnson admin- 
istration proposal for the cur- 
rent year. 


The reduction of the Vietnam 


war has been responsible for a 
considerable part of a planned 
savings for this year, but Secre- 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
also has ordered economies by 
closing bases, canceling and 
stretching out hardware pro- 
grams, cutting back air defense, 
and laying up, ships and ,air 
squadrons.

in the coming year. 


As the United States has re- 


duced its troop commitment in 
Vietnam, the Pentagon has ar- 
ranged for a slimming down of 
the armed forces. So far, nearly 
270,000 men are being cut from 
the armed services rolls this fis- 
cal year and there are hints the 
total

reduction 
could 


reach about 500,000 before mid- 
1971. 


Civilian employment under 


the Defense Department is due 
to drop by about 73,000 this year 
and could possibly total 150,000 
or more by the end of the next 
fiscal year. 


With reductions in military 


procurement, officials indicate 
that defense contract employ- 
ment may drop as much as 
300,000 or so. 


The Vietnam war is expected 


to cost the United States $23.2 
billion this year, a drop of about 
$5.6 billion from last year.

tions, the cost of carrying on the 
Vietnam war at a reduced level 
in the next fiscal year may slip 
to around $17 billion to $18 bil- 
lion.

lasting effect. 
; The reasoning was this: In 
tropical zones, trees grow 
fast, so animals can return 
fast, so all wounds will dis- 
appear fast. 


Today, however, this opin- 


ion has been shelved. 


The land hasn't healed at 


all. Plowed-down forests re- 
main leveled. Animal life in 
the combat zones has disap- 
peared. The bomb craters, 
like footsteps on the moon, 
seem likely to remain as is 
for ages. 


Despite all this, the situa- 


tion seems to be of small 
concern here. Soldiers can- 
not be conservationists. And 
ecology is a small word 
when measured against war- 
time survival.

Vietnam who worry about 
the dtstfuctien of the 
environment. 


Ofte is Nguyen Vaw Hiep. 


a worrytftg- little man who 
works for the government. 
His title IS Forest Protection 
Chief-^sofftethlng he does 
precious little of these- days. 


Says he: 
"We haven't been able to 


get but itf our forests for 
jears. It's much too danger- 
ous. Yet we are doing what 
We can to study the war's 
destruction. We know serious 
damage has been done to 
both the land and its wildlife. 
But since we don't know how 
much damage, we can only 
make some guesses." 


Some guesses, then, art- 


these: 


• Animals are dying or 


running away. Rhinoceroses, 
tigers and elephants used to 
inhabit Viet jungles in pro- 
fusion. Early in the war, it 
Was sport to shoot them 
from helicopters. Now it's 
quite obvious most big ani- 
mals are gone, 


• Birds are s u f f e r i n g 


great losses, too. One area 
example is the Rungsat Spe- 
cial Zone, bordering Saigon's"
